THE SMALL VS. THE BIG STORE. 


PrRoBABLY 80 per cent. of the men who fail 
in business ascribe their failure to the com- 
petition of bigger businesses. “If I'd had 
Jones’s capital”’—“You can’t buck up against 
the big store, with all its quantity discounts.” 
“What’s the use? Look at the advertising 
Smith can carry’—such are the phrases of the 
failure. Sometimes he’s right; generally, 
however, he failed because he lacked either 
experience and judgment or enthusiasm and 
an aptitude for hard work. 

Now, the small store has its handicaps; but 
the big store has most of the small store’s 
troubles—magnified several times—and a lot 
of new ones of its own. 

The big store may be systematized and 


correlated and codrdinated to the last degree’ 


—but did you ever think how much leakage, 
friction and waste motion’ afid time there was 
in the best systematized big businesses? The 
man who is his own buyer, bookkeeper, sales- 
man and errand boy may have problems to 
solve; but “the elimination of interdepart- 
mental red tape without loss of interdepart- 
mental efficiency” isn’t one of them. 

The small man may lose the extra five per 
cent. discount the big man gets—he’d far bet- 
ter lose it than overstock—but he more than 
makes up that five per cent. in the intimacy 
with which he knows his store’s clientele. 
The shrewdest department store buyer is 
guessing about half the time; the little man 
in the country notion store is buying, if he 
knows his business, stock that will all be live 
till it is sold. 

And there’s one thing the big store can 
never get—that absolutely interested, tireless 


energy and enthusiasm which the man who 
is his own boss puts into his work. The 
biggest asset any wholesale business can have 
—publishing like the rest—is a long string 
of small shops, owned and manned by alert, 
enterprising young dealers, out to make good 
for themselves. You can’t get around the fact 
that self-interest, in business at least, is the 
thing that makes a man work hardest. A 
young clerk, working in a large store, may 
seem to be giving conscientious and able ser- 
vice, to be striving to give his employer the 
best that is in him. He is trying to. But 
set that average young clerk up in business 
for himself and he'll just naturally work 
twice as hard! 

It’s this competition of warm, active, vital 
enthusiasm that is the hardest element in 
small store business for the big store to com- 
bat. It does it, often successfully. The book- 
store that recognizes special selling merit at 
once by special salary, that rewards extraor- 
dinary sales by liberal bonuses, that makes 
the men on the floor feel that the store’s suc- 
cess is their success and its profits their 
profits—such a big store presses the small 
store hard. 

The small store man knows his customers 
—calls them by name. Now, being able to 
greet your customers by name as they enter 
the store seems a little thing; but it’s a sig- 
nificant thing, nevertheless, so significant that 
one prominent merchandizer has called that 
little ability the index of a store’s future 


Two important copyright measures are now 
before the House, with favorable report from 
the Committee on Patents—the Townsend bill 
in behalf of moving-picture interests, and the 
Morrison bill, providing for record in the ap- 
plication of the nationality of the author. It 
is to be regretted that these two bills, so far 
as they are acceptable to the friends of copy- 
right, should not be brought together, with 
other amendments found desirable, as the code 
has become operative, into a general amenda- 
tory act, which might be agreed upon by all 
concerned. The Townsend bill goes some- 
what too far in the interest of a particular 
class to the diminution of the author’s right, 
and it makes a presumption in favor of the 
innocent infringer, so-called, which is unfor- 
tunate. It would be better if these bills did 
not receive approval of the House or Senate 
until a general scheme of amendment, cover- 
ing their desirable points, could be presented, 
as might be done at the next session.

Tue Postmaster-General’s approval of the 
Bourne parcels post bill will doubtless help 
the passage of that measure in the Senate, 
and the whole question will then be handled 
in conference committee. The Bourne bill is 
over-minute in its territory subdivision, and 
might be better, but its passage would be an 
important step forward. If the House should 
be unwilling to accept this, it is at least to 
be hoped that the Moon provision may be 
adopted, with the amendments which are 
found necessary to preserve the fractional 
rates for packages less than a pound, and to 
secure to libraries the benefits of the rural 
delivery parcels post by making this inclusive 
of third-class as well as fourth-class matter. 


In addition to a sensible letter from a well- 
known publisher on the question of the cost 
and price of books, we reprint from The 
Nation a letter from a foreign correspondent 
which proposes a drastic remedy for the sup- 
posed evil. The “two hundred safe libraries” 
referred to would be a very inadequate clien- 
tele on which to base the price of a book; 
and as to the other suggestion of the Paris 
librarian, it would be well if the gentleman 
could engage himself in the publishing busi- 
ness for a while and satisfy himself as to the 
correctness, or the contrary, of his theory of 
prices. 


THE WIDENER BOOKS. 


Not among the least of the losses sustained 
by the world when the “Titanic” went to her 
ocean grave was the death of Harry Elkins 
Widener. His personality was charming, his 
enthusiasm as a collector of rare books deep 
and burning. Young Widener—it is pitiful 
to think he was but twenty-seven on that fatal 
night—belonged to the minority of natural 
collectors, like Almon W. Griswold, Thomas 
Jefferson McKee and J. P. Morgan, those 
who stepping into a new field at once seem 
quite at home. No better proof of this can 
be given than a brief exhibit of some of the 
treasures which by his wish are to be given to 
Harvard College. In issuing in 1910 a cata- 
logue of his more important books, Mr. Wid- 
ener explained that it was at the request of 
many friends. “It was urged that in many 
cases the copies were from celebrated collec- 
tions, and that a permanent record should be 
made of them with bibliographical descrip- 
tions.” Characteristic is his remark in a brief 


foreword to the catalogue, “I want to thank 
every one who has in any way helped me in 
my work,” and he singles out as particularly 
entitled to his gratitude that greatly accom- 
plished but modest bookman, Dr. A. S. W. 
Rosenbach, of Philadelphia. 
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The catalogue starts with three first editions 


of the books by Harrison Ainsworth; two, 
“The Tower of London” and “The Miser’s 
Daughter,” with the wonderful etchings on 
steel by George Cruikshank; the other the 
“Romantic, Fantastical and Humorous Bal- 
lads,” with the eight illustrations by Sir John 
Gilbert. Each of these books is a presentation 
copy from Ainsworth with an autograph in- 
scription. They are followed by a copy of the 
“Ingoldsby Legends,” first edition, in three 
volumes, with presentation inscription from 
the author, and in addition richly and de- 
lightfully “extra illustrated.” In the very 
earliest issues to which this copy belongs one 
page by an error in the “make-up” was left 
blank. Barham thas written four humorous 
lines on this page, addressed to his friend 
Moran, to whom he gave the book: 

“By a blunder for which I have only to thank 
Myself, here’s a page has been somehow left blank. 
Aha! my friend Moran I have you—yYou’ll look 


In vain for a fault in one page of my book! 
Tuos. INnGo.tpssy.”’ 


Passing a choice copy of the first edition 
of Beaumont and Fletcher’s works which Mr. 
Widener said “probably belonged to the ‘Elder 
Brother’ in Milton’s Comus, afterwards John, 
second Earl of Bridgwater, who died in 1686”; 
then some original drawings by William 
Blake, the attention is arrested by a treasure 
indeed. Few collectors can get a copy of the 
first edition of the inimitable Boswell, but 
who could hope to get a copy with Boswell’s 
presentation inscription in each volume, and 
that inscription to the person to whom the 
book was dedicated, and that personage no 
less a one than the great Sir Joshua Reynolds 
himself ! 

Many first editions and autograph letters 
of Charlotte Bronté—the latter it must be 
confessed very verbose and very tame, but 
nevertheless dear to the heart of the collector, 
are found in the collection, as well as a num- 
ber of the productions of Mrs. Browning, in- 
cluding the practically unobtainable “Battle of 
Marathon,” printed in 1820 in an edition of 
50 copies by Elizabeth’s admiring father, she 
being thirteen years old at the time. Mr. 
Widener’s copy is said to be one of six that 
have survived. Most of the first editions of 
Robert Browning’s books in the Widener col- 
lection bear the author’s autograph presenta- 
tion inscriptions. Harking backward to an 
earlier date, we find a copy of that vast body 
of patient industry and learning, “The Anat- 
omy of Melancholy,” which is described as “an 
unusually large and immaculate copy in the 
publisher’s binding.” Next is the no _ less 
famous “Hudibras” of 1663—the genuine first 
edition of the first part of the work, bearing 
the author’s inscription, “For my honored 
friend Captain John Grant from his true and 
faithful servant Sa. Butler.” The collections 
of drawings by George and Robert Cruik- 
shank must be reckoned by the hundred; the 
superbly extra illustrated “Life of Nell Gwyn 
contains Augustin Daly’s collection of overt 
eight hundred choice plates and autographs, 
including “witty pretty Nelly’s” own labored

plishment. 

The collection of first editions of Dickens 
is worthy of the company it is in, and in- 
cludes such things as a presentation copy 
from Dickens to Ainsworth of the first “Pick- 
wick Papers,” 1837, beside what is probably 
the scarcest of all Dickens’ first editions, i.e., 
“The Strange Gentleman,” a “Comic Burletta” 
“ performed at the St. James Theater, 

hursday, September 29, 1836, and published 
- Chapman & Hall in 1837. H. K. Browne 
engraved a frontispiece for the play, but it is 
doubtful if half a dozen impressions of it 
have survived. Among the Dickensiana are 
the original drawings by George Cruikshank 
for “Oliver Twist,” including the one upon 
which the artist based his claim to the author- 
ship of the novel. In the Widener copy of 
the first “Christmas Carol” the last two lines 
of the book, “And so, as Tiny Tim observed, 
God bless us every one! Charles Dickens 
Twentieth May, 1846,” is written in the au- 
thor’s autograph. Goldsmith’s “Vicar of 
Wakefield,” Gray’s “Elegy and Odes” are rep- 
resented by the first editions. The copy of 
Gray's “Poems,” 1786, once belonged to Sam- 
uel Rogers, who has corrected various textual 
errors and, sad to relate, has also pointed out 
plagiarisms from Milton, Dryden and other 
writers. “Paradise Lost” and “Paradise Re- 
gained” are both first issues and unusually 
choice copies, the former having some of the 
leaves uncut. The first edition in English of 
Montaigne’s “Essays” (John Florio, 1603) is 
in the original calf binding and was secured 
by Mr. Widener from the library of Clarence 
S. Bement. In a copy of the fifth edition of 
Thomas Moore’s “Lalla Rookh” is written in 
the autograph of Lord Byron: 


“The keenest pangs the wretched find, 
Are rapture to the dreary void, 
That leafless desert of the mind, 
That waste of feelings unemploy’d. 
Byron.” 


thus transforming a very commonplace vol- 
ume into one of precious interest. 

There are nearly one hundred original draw- 
ings by Thomas Rowlandson, including a num- 
ber published in “The Dance of Life” and 
“The Dance of Death’—there is Scott’s copy 
of “Chronicles of the Canongate,” with a large 
number of Ms. corrections and additions by 
the author preparing the volume for reissue 
under the title of “The Surgeon’s Daughter” 
and with the new title-page in Scott’s hand. 
Mr. Widener owned the four folio Shake- 
speares, all very fine copies—the first of 1623 
being a remarkable one. It measures 13 in. 
by 83¢, and contains differences in pagination 
at the end of “Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
and the beginning of the “Merchant of 
Venice” which distinguish it from other cop- 
les. It was sold in London at the dispersal 
of the library of W. C. Van Antwerp, of New 
York, he having secured it by private pur- 
chase from the collection of Frederick Locker- 
Sampson. Mr. Widener bought it for a sum 


in the neighborhood of five thousand dollars 
less than he had offered for it privately! 


As 
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to the remarkable beauty of this copy, it may 
be compared in size with that purchased in 
the Daniel sale in 1864 by the Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts for £716 2s., a sum which, as Sid- 
ney Lee points out, “was then unheard of” 
for the book. This Daniel-Coutts copy, fine 
as it is, is considerably shorter than the 
Locker-Van Antwerp-Widener copy, as_ it 
“only” measures 1234 inches by 8 inches. The 
second folio (1632) is a scarce issue, bearing 
the imprint of John Smethwick. 

One of the most important portions of the 
library from a working standpoint is a col- 
lection of some fifteen hundred water color 
drawings by C. Hamilton Smith, the great 
authority on ancient costumes. A great many 
of these are unpublished. They were secured 
by Clarence S. Bement at the sale of the li- 
brary of Sir William Augustus Fraser and 
from Mr. Bement by Mr. Widener. The sub- 
jects of the drawings are (1) the Orders of 
Knighthood from the earliest period, 351 
drawings; (2) costumes of the British and 
foreign armies, with the banners of the Aus- 
trian and French, 332 drawings; (3) ancient 
costumes of Europe, A.D. 414-1672, 646 draw- 
ings; (4) British banners, 46 drawings; (5) 
ornaments of all nations, many hundred draw- 
ings on 91 pages. The first editions of the 
writings of Robert Louis Stevenson are many 
in number and of association interest, be- 
= including such extraordinary rarities as 

he private issue of “Kidnapped” and “The 

eS of Ballantrae.” Withal, the chief glory of 

the Stevenson series is the author’s autobiog- 
raphy, written upon twenty-two quarto pages 
and inscribed “Given to Isabel Stewart Strong 
the amanuensis for future use when the un- 
derwriter is dead.” Only scraps of the manu- 
script have ever been published, and it is to 
be hoped the authorities of Harvard will see 
fit to give to the world this charming and in- 
timate piece of Stevensoniana as he himself 
desired. The ms. is devoted to his early years, 
and is written—how could it be otherwise ?— 
with all the delicacy, feeling and charm that 
distinguished him. 

Mr. Widener’s copy of Swift’s “Gulliver’s 
Travels” has the “portrait” of Gulliver in the 
first state; the first “Robinson Crusoe” is a 

: ow ; a 
anything admitted into this choice collection. 
Coming to a later day, we find the earliest 
issue of Swinburne’s “Queen Mother” and 
“Rosamond,” in the original cloth (T. J. Wise 
says not more than twenty were so issued), 
and bearing the remarkably interesting in- 
scription, “D. G. Rossetti from his friend A. 
C. Swinburne.” Other presentation copies of 
books by Swinburne include the “Atalanta in 
Calydon,” 1865, to Lady Trevelyan; “Poems 
and Ballads,” 1866, to F. S. Waugh; and “The 
Sisters,” 1892, to Davenport Adams. In the 
collection is the original manuscript of Swin- 
burne’s scathing reply to Robert Buchanan’s 
“The Fleshy School of Poetry,” entitled 
“Under the Microscope,” and containing the 
passage relating to Tennyson suppressed in all 
but three or four copies. Among other things 
Swinburne says: “The Vivien of Mr. Tenny-

the most base and repulsive person ever set 
forth in serious literature. Her impurity is 
actually eclipsed by her incredible and incom- 
parable vulgarity.” The series of the Tenny- 
son books starts with the famous “Poems by 
Two Brothers,” and includes a startling col- 
lection of rarities and manuscripts, among 
them being a copy of “Helen’s Tower,” to 
which Tennyson contributed a poem, as did 
Browning. In the present copy the original 
manuscript of Browning’s poem is inserted. 
Among the first editions of Thackeray’s works 
is a copy of “Vanity Fair” in the original 
monthly numbers, and having inserted Thack- 
erays drawing for the illustration to chap- 
ter vi., “Mr. Joseph in a State of Excite- 
ment,” also a copy of “The Second Funeral 
of Napoleon” in the original pictorial covers, 
and thirty-six pages of the original ms. of 
“Pendennis,” with half a dozen sketches by 
Thackeray, two of them labeled “General 
Washington” and “General Bonaparte.” Among 
the many splendidly “extra-illustrated” books 
are a quantity of rare items from the Hoe 
and Huth sales, besides numerous choice 
prints and autographs, association copies, etc. 
No more noble monument could have been 
erected to the memory of this young man than 
this wonderful collection, the work of his own 
hands and brain. In view of the circum- 
stances under which Harvard acquires the 
Widener library, it sounds heartless to con- 
gratulate the college, but the fact must be 
recognized that the present is the most im- 
portant donation of books for a public purpose 
since the days of James Lenox and Samuel J. 
Tilden. With the large means at his disposal 
there is no doubt that had Harry Widener’s 
life been spared to the extent of the ordinary 
human span he would have formed one of the 
great collections of the world. It is wonderful 
to note what has already been accomplished. 
Sad as has been the double blow dealt the 
Widener family, it must be some consoling 
thought to know that many generations of 
scholars will bless and keep green the Widener 
name.

DIVINE COMEDY BRINGS $9000. 


The Florence, 1481, folio edition of Dante’s 
“La Divina Commedia” brought $9000 in 
Tuesday’s sale, the highest price thus far for 
any book in Part II. of the library. It is a 
large and generally fine copy, and is in thick 
boarded brown morocco binding by F. Bed- 
ford. It has brilliant impressions of all of 
the engravings by Baccio Baldini, after the 
designs of Sandro Botticelli. The first few 
leaves are slightly wormed, and there is one 
trifling misprint. This is the record price. 
The Crawford copy, in 1887, brought $2100; 
the Fountaine copy, in 1902, $1625; and the 
Carmichael copy, in 1903, $5000. 

For the rarest of all the editions of this 
famous work, printed at Jesi in 1472, $3400 
was paid. It is in crimson morocco binding 
by F. Bedford. The price paid for it is the 
record. This same copy brought only $335 at 
the Osterley Park library sale in 1885. 

The Foligno, or first, edition, of this book, 
printed in 1472, went for $2375. The Mantua 
edition, printed in the same year, sold for 
$650. The Florence, 1487, edition brought 
$650. | | 

The collection of major and minor voyages 
edited, translated, reprinted and illustrated by 
Theodore De Bry, his widow, their two sons, 
and their two sons-in-law, were sold in one 
lot for $4125. The set comprises all the first 
and most of the later editions, as well as 
some duplicate copies with variations,

LOSSING LIBRARY SALE ENDS. 


Tue sale of Part II. of the Benson J. Loss- 
ing library ended on June 6 with the seventh 
and eighth sessions at the Anderson Galleries. 
The grand total for Part II. was $22,280. 

The proceeds might have been doubled had 
not seventeen lots been withdrawn, pending 
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a settlement of the’ controversy between the 
librarian of the State of Virginia and the 
executors of the estate. 

W. H. Samson, vice-president of the Ander- 
son company, said that, so far as he knew, 
no agreement had been signed by the parties 
to this controversy looking to the settlement 
of it by arbitration. The representatives of 
the Lossing estate had no desire to resort to 
technicalities, but they felt that wholesale 
claims could not be admitted without proof, 
and they were waiting to see what evidence 
Virginia could offer that the documents in 
question ever belonged to Virginia, or were 
in the State archives. 

Included in the seventeen lots withdrawn 
are autograph signed letters from Chevalier 
De Lavalette, naval commander at Hampton 
Roads, to Governor Harrison of Virginia, in 
French and English, written in 1782, and a 
letter from Thomas Lee, Colonial Governor 
of Virginia, dated August 30, 1750, to William 
Burton, sheriff of Northampton County. There 
are also letters written by Chevalier De La 
Luzerne, Mason Thompson, justice of the first 
Supreme Court of Virginia; Edmund Pendle- 
ton, Jr., and some manuscripts signed by 
Warburton, Scarborough and Francis Nichol- 
son. 

The total for the four sessions is $4874. 
It was the last sale of the present season at 
Anderson’s. When the next season begins in 
October, 1912, the book sales will be held in 
the new building, 12 East goth Street, which 
is now in course of erection. 


THE COST AND PRICE OF BOOKS. 


HIGH PRICED BOOKS AND PUBLISHING 
CRITICS. 
Boston, June 6, 1912. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


I wisH to express my appreciation of 
the editorial, entitled “High-priced Books,” 
in the PupiisHEers’ WeEEKLy for June I, as 
it ably meets a criticism which every pub- 
lisher encounters, and which is all the more 
serious for the reason that criticisms of 
this nature often come from very intelli- 
gent and exceptionally well-educated persons, 
who are accustomed to give helpful counsel 
to others, and who enjoy a reputation for in- 
telligent helpfulness, which is in general de- 
served. The best of these people, however, 
are liable to become unfair through the as- 
sumption of knowledge in lines with which 
they are unfamiliar, and it is the tendency 
of the pedagogical and critical mind to be- 
come more and more unsparing in its censure, 
as the possessor of such a mind is in danger 
of becoming more and more unconscious of 
the fact that his knowledge has limitations, 
or that he can be mistaken. 

A conspicuous illustration of this is a well- 
known editor of this city, who has more than 
once attacked me at luncheon on the general 
unfairness of publishers toward authors. Good 
man that he is, he is entirely unable to see 
one of the points made in your editorial, 
namely, that a publisher must be allowed to 










make an extra profit at some points to offset 
the necessary losses at others. I use the w. rd 
“necessary” advisedly, although he © insist: 
that it is grossly unfair to expect the sic 
cessful author to pay for a publisher’s bjyy- 
ders in issuing the work of unsuccessf{y| 
writers. He is entirely wrong in this, as 3, 
wisdom can forecast the success or failure of 
much more than a bare majority of the num- 
ber of books issued; and if publishing were 
confined to “sure things’—which are by no 
means sure, after all—it would mean no 
chance for the large number of untried au- 
thors, however meritorious their work. They 
might, to be sure, produce books at their own 
expense, “s your correspondent seems to rec- 
ommend, but this would be fostering an 
abominable system, which ought to be con- 
fined to editions of a more or less private 
nature, openly put out by persons of ample 
means to gratify their own literary ambitions 
or please a circle of interested friends. 
Authors are not necessarily the best judges 
of what should be offered to the public, and 
in addition to building up the mean practice 
of encouraging an author of limited means 
to invest money in a book that has no chance, 
the more general production of authors’ books 
would have a lowering and cheapening effect 
upon the book world that would be deplorable. 
You are right in your general conclusion 
regarding a publisher’s profits. They are, at 
the best, inconsiderable when compared with 
other lines of activity requiring anything like 
the approximate intelligence, training and 
risk. As for books of a serious nature, their 
market in most cases is independent of price 
within certain limits, and cannot be extended 
by offering cheap books. They are expensive 
to produce, and it is entirely proper that there 
should be a large gross profit. The manu- 
facturing cost of an edition gives very little 
indication of the actual cost of publishing any 
book of serious nature, and this actual cost 1s 
something that no one can understand wh 
has not had actual publishing experience, in- 
cluding the responsibility of a counting room. 
Furthermore, it is as essential that a pub- 
lisher should have some lines on which he 
may make a profit larger than would be nec- 
essary, were all his publications staple, as it 
is that a farmer should have some crops turn 
out exceptionally well in seasons when others 
are a partial or total failure. Both farmet 
and publisher must take a variety of risks, 
and be allowed to reckon results on the aver- 
age of items produced, or become unable to 
pay their bills. The man who does not s0 
conduct his business as to secure profits where 
he properly can to a sufficient extent to raise 
his general average of profit to a reasonable 
net return, is not only managing his affairs 
unwisely, but, to a certain extent, dishonor- 
ably, as the ultimate result will be the inflic- 
tion of loss upon others. ; 
Publishers, as a whole, represent a wider 
variety of knowledge than most men. They 
are obliged to gain such knowledge in their 
many-sided experience. They can justly claim 
to maintain a remarkably high standard 1” 
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what they give to the public out of the great 
mass which they are constantly being urged 
to give. They are too often inadequately re- 
compensed, and I do not believe that any 
general publisher ever acquired an income 
from his occupation beyond his honest deserts, 
or ever will, 

The estimates of cost given by the contribu- 
tor to The Nation are so misleading that I am 
surprised that you did not challenge them in 
your editorial. The statement that 1000 copies 
of an ordinary book can be produced for $400 
can be true only of a short book, cheaply 
linotyped, not illustrated, and put out in the 
plainest possible cloth binding. The statement 
that each subsequent thousand can be pro- 
duced for $70 or $80 would, in the case of a 
decently printed book of ordinary length, 
barely furnish the flat sheets, with no allow- 
ance whatever for binding, which is the most 
expensive feature of a book’s production. The 
amount of mischief that such erroneous state- 
ments can do when given place in the columns 
of an influential periodical like The Nation, 
is vast and far-reaching. The publisher has 
enough to do without being subjected to un- 
reasonable censure regarding the prices of his 
books, or having the statement circulated that 
he produces books for a fraction of the actual 
outlay for the average book listed at $1 net 
and upwards. A PuBLISHER.

To the Editor of The Nation: 


Sir: Your correspondent, Mr. Edwin B. 
Holt, is to be congratulated for his outspoken 
language (Nation, May 2). The bad habits 
of publishers, in Europe as well as in Amer- 
ica, are fostered by what the learned Pro- 
lessor Krumbacher (of Munich) used to call 
die Treue der 200 sicheren Bibliotheken. 
Krumbacher spoke of scientific and artistic 
works of a high standard; more modest books 
can reckon on seven or eight hundred univer- 
sity, college and city libraries. These libra- 
ries suffice to refund the publishers and even 
to insure an exorbitant profit on their publi- 
cations, which often, on account of their pro- 
hibitive price, remain inaccessible to the read- 
ing and working scholars. I have been advo- 
cating for many years, in the Revue archéo- 
‘ogique, of which I am the director, the for- 
mation of an international committee of li- 
brarians, representing the two hundred sure 
libraries and some others provided with fair 
means. Whenever a book is issued with su- 
perfluous luxury, or at a price not corre- 
sponding to its aim—of course, books for bib- 
liophiles may be issued at any price—the com- 
mittee should at once declare that not one 
copy of that book shall be purchased by the 
syndicate of libraries. After a few experi- 
ences of that sort, the publishers would find 
it wiser and safer to consult the committee 
beforehand by sending an advanced copy. 
Only scientific works should be submitted to 
the committee, and only works costing above 
tour dollars a volume. I have already pro- 
posed that such a committee be formed as 


the result of a meeting of librarians, and that 
the seat of the delegates be in Oxford.

POSTAL MATTERS. 
BOURNE’S PARCEL POST BILL. 


_ It is expected that the Bourne bill, provid- 
ing a half-degree zone system, may be made 
part of the Senate appropriation bill, and that 
it will be passed and referred to conference 
committee of the House and Senate. Post- 
master-General Hitchcock submitted a formal 
report to the Senate, recommending the pass- 
age of the measure, and in commenting on 
the bill, he said, in part: 

“It provides for a general parcel-post ser- 
vice throughout the United States and its 
several territories and possessions, excepting 
the Philippine Islands. It provides also for 
a special parcel post on rural routes and in the 
letter-carrier systems of cities and towns. It 
consolidates the third and fourth classes of 
mail matter, a reform long advocated by the de- 
partment, and raises the weight limit to eleven 
pounds, which is the limit for the international 
parcel post. Articles as large as seventy-two 
inches in combined length and girth will be 
carried, provided they are not perishable 
within the period required for delivery and 
are not calculated to do damage in transit. 

“The rate to be charged for articles carried 
in the rural route service and city carrier ser- 
vice will be 5 cents for the first pound or 
fraction of a pound and 1 cent for each addi- 
tional pound or fraction of a pound. This rate 
applies to matter mailed at a post office from 
which a rural route starts for delivery on 
such route, or mailed at any point on such 
route for delivery elsewhere on the route or 
at the office from which the route starts, or 
on any other rural route starting from the 
same office; it applies also to matter mailed 
at a city carrier office, or at any point within 
its delivery limits, for delivery in the same 
city by letter carriers, or mailed at any office 
for local delivery. 

“Six zones of distances are provided by the 
bill, the first having a radial distance of 50 
miles from the point of mailing. The second 
includes the area lying between 50 and 200 
miles, the third that between 200 and 500 
miles, the fourth that between 500 and 1000 
miles, the fifth that between 1000 and 2000 
miles, and the sixth distances beyond 2000 
miles. The rate for delivery within the first 
zone is 6 cents for the first pound or fraction 
of a pound, and 2 cents for each additional 
pound or fraction of a pound. The rates in- 
crease for each additional zone until in the 
sixth zone they reach a maximum of I2 cents 
a pound, which is the rate now charged in the 
international parcel post. 

“In order that the distance of a given office 
of destination from the office of mailing may 
be readily determined, the country is divided 
into units of area thirty miles square, each 
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unit being identical with a quarter of the area 
formed by the intersecting parallels of lati- 
tude and meridians of longitude. Each of 
these units of area is numbered, and all the 
post offices in a given unit receive the same 
number. 

“A chart showing the relation to each post 
office of the units of area forming the several 
zones is prepared for the use of that office, 
with a key that gives the numbering of the 
post offices, so that they may be promptly 
located in their proper unit of area and the 
distance instantly ascertained by reference to 
the chart. In this manner the method of 
fixing charges is made comparatively easy, 
greatly simplifying the handling of the service 
in this regard, 

“The bill provides that the rate of postage 
on third-class matter weighing not more than 
four ounces shall be 1 cent for each ounce or 
fraction of an ounce. In view of the con- 
solidation of the two classes, this rate will 
apply to mail matter formerly belonging to 
the fourth class as well as that belonging to 
the third class.” 


PARCELS POST WITH PANAMA. 
AN agreement was entered into between the 


United States and Panama, June 6, establish- 
ing the twelve-cents-a-pound international 
rate, which is already in force with 44 other

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
4DE-MARKS UNDER COPYRIGHT. 


Mott introduced in the House, May 28, 
1912, a bill (H. R. 24925) adding to section 5 
as subsection (1), ibels, trade-marks, firm 
names, and special designs, pictures, prints, 
wrappers, cartons, containers, and advertise- 
ments which are specifically created for indi- 
vidual trades, manufactures, or businesses, en- 
graved, printed, colored, or produced in any 
manner whatsoever,” and further amending 
section 28 to read as follows, italics indicating 
new matter, brackets omissions: 

“Sec. 28. That any person who wilfully 
and for profit shall infringe any copyright 
secured by this Act, or who shall knowingly 
and wilfully aid or abet such infringement, 
or shall knowingly and wilfully make, sell, or 
have in possession any infringing copies of 
any work enumerated in section five, [shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof] shall be punished by im- 
prisonment for not exceeding one year or by 
a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
nor more than one thousand dollars, or both, 
in the discretion of the court: Provided, how- 
ver, That nothing in this Act shall be so 
construed as to prevent the performance of 
religious or secular works, such as oratorios, 
cantatas, masses, or octavo choruses by pub- 
lic schools, church choirs, or vocal societies, 
a borrowed, or obtained from some pub- 
ic li

brary, public school, church choir, school 
choir, or vocal society, provided the perform- 
ance is given for charitable or educational 
purposes and not for profit.” 
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TOWNSEND BILL REPORTED. 


THe Committee on Patents, through Mr. 
Morrison, reported favorably the Townsend 
bill, as printed in the PusiisHers’ Weex ty 
for April 6, 1912, with amendments noted in 
the PuBLisHers’ WEEKLY for May 11, 1o12, 
which was referred to the House calendar. 
It adds to section 5 (1) motion-picture photo- 
plays and (m) motion pictures other than 
photoplays, “so as to give them distinct and 
definite recognition’; makes a textual correc- 
tion in the present section I1 by including 
dramatico-musical works under unpublished 
works, probably omitted by inadvertence from 
the present law, and enlarges this section to 
provide for the two new classes added to sec- 
tion 5. 

Section 25, providing for remedies, is 
amended as to the recovery of fixed sums of 
money on infringement. The committee’s re- 
port expresses the view “that the new limita- 
tions will remove from the makers of motion- 
picture films a hazard that imperils them daily 
with possible bankruptcy, against which they 
cannot, by the exercise of reasonable dili- 
gence, protect themselves, and that it will 
work no hardship or injustice to any copy- 
right proprietor.” “The new limitations do not 
operate as ‘compulsory license,” but only in 
cases of innocent infringement. The lower 
limitation for infringement is fixed for “un- 
dramatized and non-dramatic works,’ because 
the makers of films cannot avoid the occa- 
sional purchase and production of a scenario 
that may be contained in certain scenes of a 
copyrighted work. The higher limitation is 
fixed for ‘a copyrighted dramatic or dra- 
matico-musical work,’ because the task of 
avoiding infringement is not so difficult. Pro- 
tection in all cases terminates with notice t 
the infringer, and thereafter full arbitrary 
sums are recoverable. 


ADDITIONS TO CERTIFICATE OF REGISTR4A 


TION, 


Mr. OLpFieLtp has submitted a report (N 
847) from the Committee on Patents, to ac- 
company the bill (H. R. 23568), amending 
section 55 of the copyright code, which relates 
to the certificate of copyright issued by the 
Copyright Office. Any person is entitled to 
a copy of this certificate on payment of 50 
cents, stating the facts of registration. But 
the present form does not inform the holder 
whether or not the claimant was entitled to 
register, nor does it show all essential facts 
and acts which are on record in the Copy- 
right Office. The bill providing this added 
information has the endorsement of the Libra- 
rian of Congress and the Register of Copy- 


rights. The section, as amended, reads 
follows, new matter in italics: 
“Sec. 55. That in the case of each entr) 


the person recorded as the claimant of the 
copyright shall be entitled to a certificate 
registration under seal‘of the copyright office, 
to contain the [his] name and address of :

heen reproduced in copies for sale, or publicly 
distributed, and such marks as to class des- 
ignation and entry number as shall fully 
identify the entry. In the case of a book, the 
certificate shall also state the receipt of the 
affidavit, as provided by section sixteen of 
this Act, and the date of the completion of 
the printing, or the date of the publication of 
the book, as stated in the said affidavit. The 
register of copyrights shall prepare a printed 
form for the said certificate, to be filled out 
in each case as above provided for in the case 
of all registrations made after this Act goes 
into effect, and in the case of all previous 
registrations so far as the copyright office 
record books shall show such facts, which 
certificate, sealed with the seal of the copy- 
right office, shall, upon payment of the pre- 
scribed fee, be given to any person making 
application for the same. [and the] Said cer- 
tificate shall be admitted in any court as prima 
facie evidence of the facts stated therein. In 
addition to such certificate the register of 
copyrights shall furnish, upon request, with- 
out additional fee, a receipt for the copies of 
the work deposited to complete the registra- 
tion.”

THE AMERICAN LIBRARY ANNUAL, 
IQII-1912. 

“THe AMERICAN LiprARY ANNUAL, FOR 
IQII-1912,” recently issued from the office of 
the PuBLIsHERS’ WEEKLY, in succession to the 
“Annual Library Index,” besides containing an 
index to current events of 1911, bibliography, 
necrology and other usual features, schedules 
in selective lists 1512 American public libra- 
ries and 82 Canadian public libraries, mostly 
those of 10,000 or more volumes, 311 leading 
libraries in other countries of over 100,000 
volumes each, 650 publishers issuing books in 
IOII, 1233 private collectors of books, and 
3500 booksellers. These figures illustrate the 
extent of development in the library and book 
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field, but it should be noted that they are 
purposely selective, and not comprehensive. 
In the. case of the libraries, the name of the 
librarian, the number of volumes contained, 


the revenue for the past year, etc., are in- 
cluded. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Dr. Henry Sweet, for the past eleven years 
university reader in phonetics at Oxford, and 
author of a long list of standard works in the 
field of philology and phonetics, is dead at the 
age of sixty-eight. 


Leon Dterx, a noted French poet, native of 
the Island of Réunion, in the Indian Ocean, 
died on June 11. His works include “Poémes 
et Poésies” (1864), “Lévres closes” (1867), 
“Paroles d’un vaincu” (1871), “La Recontre” 
(1875), and “Les Amants” (1879). His 
“Poésies Complétes” (1872) were crowned by 
the French Academy. 


GiuLio Tito Ricorpi, head of the music 
publishing house of Ricordi & Co., and pub- 
lisher of the works of Verdi, Boito and Puc- 
cini, died at Milan on June 6. Signor Ricordi, 
grandson of the founder of the firm, was born 
on December 19, 1840, and succeeded his 
father, Tito, several years ago. The firm was 
the foremost of its kind in Italy, if not in 
the world. It has béen called “The Operatic 
Trust,” because it has such a secure hold upon 
the music publishing business. 


Henri More, head of the Berne Copyright 
Bureau, died on May 18, after a long: illness. 
M. Morel was a director of the Bureau for the 
Protection of Industrial Property and the Bu- 
reau of Literary and Artistic Property. He 
was present at all the International Confer- 
ences on Copyright and Patent Design, and 
was largely responsible for the passing of the 
present patent law in Switzerland. M. Morel 
took part in the organization of the interna- 
tional congress of publishers in 1896, and has 
since remained faithful counsellor to the pub- 
lishers’ executive committee. On the estab- 
lishment of the permanent bureau of the con- 
gress of publishers at Berne, in rgor, he be- 


came secretary general, which post he held 
until I9gro. 
RicHArp D. Cooke, known to old New 


Yorkers for his famous bookshop near the 
place where the Criminal Courts Building 
now stands, died, on June 7, at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. John H. Nimon, at 4 Haw- 
thorne Avenue, Jersey City. Cooke’s bookshop 
was a favorite browsing ground for historians, 
for these Mr. Cooke had at one time the most 
nearly complete set of maps of the old city 
and volume upon volume telling of the be- 
ginnings of Manhattan. 

Thomas A, Janvier, in his introduction to 
his book, “Old New York,” says: “I have 
had the assistance of Richard D. Cooke and 
his collection of old New York maps. He is 
the highest authority in such matters in New 
York.” 

The man who won such high praise came 
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from Tipperary, Ireland, one of fourteen chil- 
dren. He was born there eighty-three years 
ago, and came to this country in 1851 to work 
for John Holmes, a New York surveyor. He 
did much of the work in laying out the Mor- 
ris & Essex Railroad, and in Mr. Holmes’ 
office he first got the idea of collecting the 
maps of the city. 

In 1860 he started for himself and opened 
a bookstore in Liberty Street, later moving 
up to Centre Street. When the Criminal 
Courts Building was erected, Mr. Cooke re- 
tired and went to live with his daughter, who 
alone survives him.

Associated with him are Sir George H. Chubb 
and Alexander W. Hill, M.A. The new firm, 
to be known as Herbert Jenkins, Limited, 
have premises at 12 Arundel Place, Hay- 
market. 


“The Boys’ Big Game Series,’ just pub- 
lished by the Reilly & Britton Co., includes 
stories of weird and exciting adventures in 
little-known parts of the earth. All four

WiiAM_ Hey.icer, author of “Bartley, 
Freshman Pitcher” and other popular stories 
for boys, is receiving letters from men desir- 
ing points on big-game shooting in Africa, 
due to a printer’s error. Recently a reporter 
called upon Heyliger for an interview in ref- 
erence to his recent football story, “Bucking 
the Line.” As a result of a mispelling of the 
last word in the printed report, Heyliger’s 
literary labors have increased. 


Ir has been announced by the Museum of 
Pennsylvania University that Algot Lange, 
author of “In the Amazon Jungle” (Putnam), 
has been chosen to lead the South American 
expedition, which will spend three years in- 
vestigating the Indian tribes of the Amazon 
region and making collections which, it is ex- 
pected, will be the best of their kind. The 
expedition will start about the first of next 
September. 


Tue Crown Prince of Germany is about to 
appear as an author, having written a book 
describing his various hunting experiences in 
Germany and in other countries, especially 
India and Ceylon. This volume, compiled from 
diaries, will be issued under the title “From 
My Journal (Aus Meinem Tagebuch), by 
Frederick William, Crown Prince of the Ger- 
man Empire and of Prussia.” It will be lav- 
ishly illustrated with photographs of land- 
scapes and hunting scenes taken by the Prince 
and by Crown Princess Cecilie. 


A. E. W. Mason’s new novel, “The Turn- 
stile’ (Scribner’s), probably based on the au- 
thor’s personal observations of English polit- 
ical life, as he was himself a member of the 
House of Commons for four years, presents 
a vivid, forceful adventurer pushing upward 
in politics with steady calculation—a man who 
made his mark by leading an expedition “far- 
thest South” for the purpose of gaining repu- 
tation to help his career as politician and 
statesman. The love story of this man of 
cool ambition, and of a woman of insight and 
splendid ideals, is the central theme. 


MitcHELL KENNERLEY proposes to issue an 
annual volume under the title, “The Lyric 
Year,” for the encouragement of American 
poetry. The volume is to contain one hundred 
poems, by as many American authors. Ed-

‘to be sifted from the two thousand or more 
manuscripts. “The Lyric Year” for 1912 will 
be published November I. 

A BEAUTIFUL collection of photographs of 
the Scott country is being exhibited from 
time to time in the leading public libraries of 
the country. They were taken by Charles S. 
Olcott, of Houghton Mifflin Co., for use in a 
forthcoming edition of Scott’s complete works. 
One set of the photographs has recently been 
on exhibition in the Indianapolis Public Li- 
brary, and this week is at the Boston Public 
Library. It will be at the Worcester Public 
Library in July, and at the Providence Public 
Library in September. Another set has been 
on exhibition in Seattle and Tacoma, and will 
vo to Portland, Spokane and Vancouver, 

Sir SipNEY Le£e’s biography of Edward vu. 
has evoked unfavorable comment in England, 
on the ground that so critical an estimate of 
the monarch’s career should not have been 
published so soon after his death. Sir Sidney 
pictures the late king as a ruler without deep 
knowledge of politics—incapable, in fact, of 
statecraft. While paying tribute to the charm 
and cleverness of King Edward, he divests 
him of the attributes of a serious personality. 
Sir Sidney, in replying to his critics, says that 
“The Dictionary of National Biography,” in 
which the memoir appears, is a work of his- 
torical reference which exists to furnish the 
historical student with carefully treated facts 
in aS concise a form as is consistent with 
completeness. “The biography of Edward 
vir, he says, “respects the principles which 
have given the work its reputation among his- 
torical scholars all over the world. To have 
given to the memoir of his late majesty ex- 
ceptional space would have been injurious 
alike to the late King’s historic repute and to 
the character of the dictionary, which is gen- 
erally respected as the standard authority.”
